When Waves Capsize and 
Smash Boat, Young Werner 
Faces Death at Huronia. 








BATTERED BY BREAKERS 
Two Young Men Start Out to 
Bring Him Off Posts, One 
~Is Exhausted. 


—— 
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Howard Werner, a son of Attorney 
Percy Werner of St. Louis, had a nar- 
row escape from drowning at Huronia 
Beach, Mich., where he is spending the 
summer, during a storm that swépt over 
Lake Huron last week. He was rescued 
by the heroic work of Preston Lock- 
wood and Theodore Brookes, also of St. 


Louis. 

Information regarding the young 
man’s danger and the heroic rescue 
reached St. Louis Monday in letters 
from Huronia Beach. 

Friday night a severe storm was rag- 
ing over the lake and the waves that 
pounded the beach were higher than 
they have been at any time this season. 
In spite of the danger- young Werner, 
who is about 20 years old, got out his 
small boat and started for a row. 

The waves tossed the cockleshell of a 
boat around like it was a chip, but 
young Werner unconcernedly rowed to- 
ward the open lake where tne waves 
were rivals of those that wreck Atlan- 
tic liners. : 

He was out one hundred yards or 
more and was near the poles driven 
by fishermen to hold their nets, when 
his boat did not take a wave- properly 
and was capsized instantly. Watchers 
on the shore thotght the daring young 
oarsman was lost. 

Bont Smashed br Waves. 


The boat did not sink and soon it 
was seen that Werner had seized it and 
was clinging on. He was unable, to 
guide it and craft and mah were wash- 
ed toward the heavy piles, that form a 
breakwater. The boat was dashed 
against the piles with such force that 
it was smashed to splinters. 

Young Werner held to one of the piles 
and in spite of the beating of the 
waves he clung on. He was buffeted 
about and was soon so exhausted that 
he dared not let go-and try to reach 
the shore. He finally crawled between 
the piles and thereby was partially 
protected from the waves. 

Lockwood and Preston, who were with 
others on the beach watching the waves. 
hurriedly removed some of their clothing 
and plunged into the lake to go to 
Werner's rescue, They started on the 
lee side of the breakwater, where the 
wavs were not so high, but in spite of 
this protection young Brookes was forc- 
ed to give up and return to the shore. 
He was almost exhausted. 


Reaches Werner After Struggle. 


Young Lockwood persevered and after 
a struggle reached Werner. He rested 
for a moment and then the two started 
for the shore, Lockwood supporting 
Werner. a

the result would. be, they reached the 
beach in safety.

To reporters to whom he talked be- 
fore going to the club Mr. Harriman 
declared he was opposed to the Hep- 
burn bill or any railroad regulation un- 
less it carried with its provisions for 


publicity and regulation protection for 


the raiload companies. 

Points Out Harm in Hepburn Act. 
"The Hepburn act in itself would not 
be harmful,’’ said Mr. Harriman, “had 


for protection as wWell--as regulation. 
This I stated to the President as far 
back as 1906. I also wrote Mr. Taft 
about it that same year. 

“IT said then I favored regulation and 
publicity if coupled with protection, so 
as to permit the movement of traffic 
along the lines of least resistance and 
least cost. This can only be accom- 
plished by co-operation between the 
railroads and the Government. Unless 
the Government !s willing to grant one, 
it should not enforce the others.’

The doctor's clothes were not dirty, 
showing that they had not. scrape 
against the wheel.

led to the side of the road. 

The horse had been standing in one 
place for several hours, probably all 
night. It had pawed holes in the 
earth. Dr. Whitney’s horse was a 
spirited animal and the officers say 
they cannot believe it stood in one plac» 
all night unless it was tied to the fence. 
Those who found Dr. Whitney say the 
horse was not tied. 

Medicine Case Brought Back, 

It has been pretty weil proven that 
Dr. Whitney's medicine case was re- 
moved from the buggy, kept all day 
and then placed in the road 75 yards 
from the place where the body was 
found. 

A careful search was made Thursday 
morning for the medicine case. It was 
found Thursday afternoon in plain view 
about six inches from the wheel tracks 
in the road. Those who searched for it 
in the morning say they are positive 
it was placed in the road after they 
made their search. 

Before leaving Carthage to go to the 
country on the fatal night, Dr. Whitney 
telephoned his wife he had received a 
call to the country and that he would 
be out late.

Flames Sweep Territory 100 
Miles Square in East 
Kootenay, Canada.

CRANBRVOK, B. C., Aug. 3.—From |. 


100 to 150 persons are dead, thousands 
homeless and a loss of more than 
$5,000,000 has been entailed as a re- 
Auit of a forest fire raging through East 
Kootenay, according to reports received 
here today. The flames are sweeping 
mountain and valley over a region of 


100 miles square. ; 

Fernie, B. C., has been wiped out 
with a loss of 74 lives and Michel, witn 
1756 inhabitants, is believed to be safe 
from destruction, as the wind there has 
died out. 

Hosmer, Sparwood and Olsen, with a 
total population of 1675 also are men- 
aced by the flames. From every point 
tales of death and ruin are being re- 
ceived. 

At Camp No. 4 of the Elk River Lum- 
ber Co., 61 men and two women have 
been burned to death and throughout 
the whole of the fire-swept region scores 
of isolated settlements have been wiped 
cut. How many have been :lost will 
not be known for days, as the whole 
country is a furnace, with its inhabitants 
fleeing, foodless and shelterless, to the 
bald mountain tops. 

Four Die at Bridge. 

Beside the groups of refugees on the 
mountain tops, every little prairie has 
its cluster of terror-stricken people. In 


the battle against the flames which hun-. 


dreds of men have been hadly burned 
and in many cases have perished. At 
a bridge west of Michel, Great Northern 
Railway employes tried to stem the con- 
flagration and four are dead. 

All through the Kootenay and Elko 
valleys are situated mines and pros- 
pects, each with its little group of toil- 
ers. At these spots, it is expected, will 
be found the greatest mortality and in 
many of them it is believed impossible 
that a soul will escape. Til.ere is fear 
that the flames may catch the May coal 
mines and oil wells of the region. -

Gov. Folk Orders Soldiers to 
Rendezvous at the Target 
Range. 








Gov. Folk proposes to send 300 sol- 
diers of the First Regiment, N. G. M., 
to the target range opposite St. Charles 
next Saturday, and hold them there in 
readiness for incursions on lid-violating 
St. Louis County resorts. Also, thére 
will be 100 mounted men from Battery 
A, with side arms, to patrol the coun- 
ty. 

“The Governor announced this program 
Sunday evening at the Planters, while 
four officers of the militia toured the 
county, accompanied by Dr. R. B. Den- 
ny, foreman of the grand jury now in 
session at Clayton, looking for cracks 
in the lid. 

The word went round early in the 
day, however, that the Governor was 
in St. Louis and was sending out men 
to take a look for him, and that mag- 
ical authority which clamps on or re- 
moves at will the lid in the county ex- 
ercised its power. The lid went on. 

Meade Tour on Cars. 

The officers who made the tour of 
the county are Adjutant-General James 
A. De Armond, Maj. W. L. Chambers, 
Brigadier-General Harvey C. Clark and 
Maj. Allen C. Orrick. They traveled on 
street cars, and reported that they 
found no evidence of law violation at 
any of the county resorts. They visited 
Creve Coeur, South Broadway, Mera- 
mec Highlands, Wellston, University 
City and other places where liquor sell- 
Ling on Sunday has been common. 

Reports from Wellston and Univer- 
sity City show that there were rifts in 
the lid’ in each plave at various times 
during the day.

The first duty of every good citizen in St. Louis 
l Tuesday is to vote at the primaries. Good citi-

The Post-Dispatch has given the voters in- 
formation of the character, capacity and records 
of candidates.

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THE JAPANESE AND THEIR LAWS. 

The instrvetions to Japanese youth, inserted in 
text, huvks issued by the Government, some of 
which were recently published in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, are a curious mixture of worldly 
and unworldly wisdom. 

Japanese boys are counseled not to be too curi- 
ous about strangers. “Such habits degrade ug as 
a nation.” Tips are forbidden. Accept from a 
stranger only “what custom and good taste per- 
mit.” “Treat everyone as if he were your equal,” 
“Honor your ancestors, hold your parents in re- 
spect, but do not look upon a Christian ag your 
enemy just because he is a believer in a different 
faith.” 

These are maxims which might find a place in 
copy books anywhere. But patriotism blazes in 
the injunction: “Do not sell to strangers etther 
your home or your soil.” All the other rules wijj 
be accepted as counsels of perfection, like the 
Ten Commandments and the Sermon on the 
Mount, but this last will be a sad trial to the 
Japanese people, who are just breaking away 
from clan ideas and entering upon the troubled 
sea of individualism. 

In the West the rule is that the individual can 
sell anything he has, and he is generally eager 
to do so if he can get his price. His own interest 
is the controlling consideration. The Japanese 
is just as eager to make the most of himself as 
the American or Englishman, but he is 
more mindful .of the social interest. Strangers 
have bought land in Japan, and mutterings have 
been heard that they may buy too much for the 
good of Nippon. How will the Japanese 
the conflicting claims of individual and social jn. 
terests? 

In this country the problem has been solved by 
selling the strangers land and then making Amer. 
icans of them. They have made very good Ameri- 
cans. But we had a vast continent and 
population. Japan has a little island and re. 
dundant population. It is a different Problem, and 
perhaps it is the biggest and most difficult with

It is a 
matter of routine duty which every citizen must 
accept as one of the duties of life, just as he 
eats his breakfast and pays his‘debts and taxes. 
That is, it is “all in the day’s work.” 
This view can never obtain in America, where 
every man and woman is eager to be deluded, 
| intoxicated and demented by ‘the great passion. 
Indeed, that man or woman who has never been 
“buncoed by Cupid” has a right to complain of 
being cheated in the game of life.
